NEW YORK, March 18.—(®)— | 
Creation of the world’s largest bank, 
with resources approximating $2,800,- 
000,000, to be known as the Chase 
National Bak of the City of New 
York, was anndéunced today. 

The institution is to be formed, sub- |

| ers, through the merger of the Chase | 


| National bank, now the third largest | 
bank in the country, with the Equita- 
ble Trust Company, which in turn is 
absorbing the Interstate Trust Com- 
pany, 

Directors of the Chase and trustees 
of the Equitable approved the con- 
solidation at meetings this afternoon 
and stockholders will vote on ratifica- 
tion at special sessions April 24. 

Albert H. Wiggin, chairman of the 
Chase National, will be the senior 
executive officer of the New York 
bank, which gives the United States 
the largest financial institution in the 
world for the first time in history. 
Mr. Wiggin will be chairman of a 
newly created governing board, with 
Winthrop W. Aldrich, president of 
Equitable and a brother-in-law of John 
D. Rockefeller, Jr., as the resident 
of the bank. 

The new Chase National will be 
capitalized at $148,000,000, with an 
equal amount in surplus, and a re- 
serve of $72,000,000. Its capital as- 
sets will be increased to a total of 
| $495,000,000 through associated se- 
|curities companies. Combined e- 
| posits will total $2,073,644,656 and 
sources $2,834,535,635. 


| _ This will make the new bank larger 
than the National City Bank of New 
York, which has’ been the nation’s 
fend Bank of London, for many years 
regarded as the largest in the world, 
The Chase has been the sixth largest

VOTED BY SENATE 
INTO TARIFF BILL 


Acrimonious Debate Pre- 
ceeds Passage of Smoot 
Proposal; George Votes 
Against Measure. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—(?)— 
Provisions for censorship of imports 
of foreign literature were restored to 
the tariff bill tonight by the senate. 

The action, on which no record vote 
was taken, ended two days of debate 
fraught with vigorous and nricturesque 
attacks upon the principle and 
application of censorship. 

It came on adoption of a modified 
amendment sponsored by Senator 
Smoot, republican, Utah, who was the 
center of a day-long debate ami-l cries 
of “intolerance” and calls for protec- 
tion against influences termed ‘“‘cor- 
rupting.” 

As it now stands, the section would 
provide for seizure of litersture hel: 
to “obscene, immoral or treason- 
able.” Destruction would be held up, 
however, until the matter was adjudg- 
ed by a jury in a federal district 
court, and until appeals from that de- 
cision had been taken to the highest 
court,

Text of Amendment. 
The amendment, which would pro- 


vide for seizure of questionable books 
by customs officials, would permit 
the secretary of the treasury, in his 
discretion, to admit the “so-called 
classics or books of recognized and 
established. literary or _ scientific 
merit,” but only when imported for 
non-commercial purposes.

Senator Broussard, 
democrat, Louisiana, had the treason 
portion restored, however, by a 34-to- 
24 vote.

Sir Conan Doyle 
Leaves Ranks Of 
Psychic Group

LONDON, March 18.—Sir Arthur 

Conan Doyle, famed British spiritual- 
ist, has resigned his membership in 
the Society for Psychical Research 
because of his exception to a review 
of a spiritualist book appearing in 
the society’s journal, it was learned 
today. 

The review, by Theodore Bester- 
man, criticized the sittings of the 
Italian medium Millesimo. 

It is understood the letter of resig- 
nation, which was addressed to the 
chairman of the council, Sir Law- 
rence Jones, was extremely incisive 
and described the work of the society 
as “an evil influence and anti-spirit- 
ualist.” Sir Arthur also is reported 
as having charged that for a genera- 
tion the society had “done no con- 
structive work of any kind.” 

Interviewed at his home at Crow- 
borough, Sussex, the famous mystic 
told newspapermen that his resigna- 
tion was a “purely private matter 
between myself and the society.” 

Only a few days ago Sir Arthur 
reported an incident wherein ghost- 
ly footsteps and a no less ghostly 
cough figured. 

“The other morning,” the spiritual- 
ist said, “ I was lying awake when 
I became aware of heavy steps ap- 
proaching. They paused outside my 
door and I distinctly heard a cough. 

“Two days later my wife received 
a jetter from Mrs. Osborne Leonard, 
a well-known medium, saying that 
between 3:30 and 4 o'clock on that 
particular morning she had had an 
extraordinary vivid impression of hav- 
ing visited me.

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To Locate at Souther Field 


Sumter County Aviation 
Field Reported Sold to 
National Concern. 


AMERICUS, Ga., March 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The board of commissioners of 
Sumter county today formally closed 
a deal whereby Souther field, near 
Americus, will be taken over imme- 
diately by a nationally known avia- 
tion corporation. One of the largest 
airplane manufacturing plants in 
America, it is expected, will soon be 
established here. 

Members of the commissioners’ 
board declined to make public the 
name of the corporation to which the 
field has been sold, but confirmed the 
announcement of the sale. One mem- 
ber of the board said that a force of 
workmen will begin repairing the han- 
gars and other buildings at the field 
immediately and that employment will 
be given 500 men at the flying field 
within a short time. 


: 


Souther field embraces 160 acres 
of land, including the area allotted to 
the aviation general supply warehouse 
and was built by the government dur- 
ing the war with Germany. There 
are 12 immense hangars still remain- 


a 


ing at the field, with a capacity for 
storing a hundred or more planes, 
while the warehouse buildings were 
erected at a cost of more than a mil- 
lion dollars and are ideally suited for 
manufacturing purposes, with solid 
concrete floors more than five feet 
thick and with fire walls separating 
the several compartments. 

The field was purchased from the 
federal government less than a year 
ago by the board of commissioners of 
Sumter county, and it is understood 
that only a small part of the purchase | 
price had been paid by county au- 
thorities when today’s sale was con- 
summated. 

Souther field is located about four 
miles northeast of Americus, a short 
distance from the Dixie highway, 
which has already been hard-surfaced 
from Americus to within a short dis- 
tance of the field. It is also reached 
by the Arles road, another highway, 
which was graded and improved dur- 
ing the war by government authori- 
ties. The price paid by the aviation 
coneern for the field was not made 
public here this afternoon, though it 
was definitely stated that a payment 
on the purchase price had been for- 
mally tendered and accepted and that 
the sale had actually been consum- 
mated with titles already approved by 
the purchasers,

Macon’s proposal to issue $1,000,000 
in improvement bonds went down to 
defeat today, due to a failure to poll 
at least 800 more votes. A total of 
4,057 votes were necessary to carry 
the issue, if two-thirds of those voting 
were for bonds. 

Sanitary sewers received the highest 
vote in the special election. The city 
hospital improvements came’ second, 
the former receiving 3,187 votes and 
the latter 3,185 votes. 

Proposed park improvements re- 
ceived the worst defeat, a total of 
3,058 persons voting for: these bonds, 
while the heaviest negative vote, 348, | 
was against parks. 

The bond workers who had hoped to 
put over every issue attributed their 
defeat to the weather conditions, for: 
it rained hard during the afternoan, 
and they also said that there had been 
an undercurrent against the proposed . 
issuance of bonds throughout the cam- | 
paign. 

Failure to vote for bonds was 
equivalent to voting against the issue.

Storm sewers, $350,000. 

Paving, $200,000. 

Sanitary sewers, $150,000. 

Incinerator, $100,000, 

Macon hospital, $100,000. 

Parks, $100,000. 

Total, $1,000,000.

made, we assumed that they were a 


casual phase of that manufacturer’s advertis- 
ing and did not represent a deliberate and 
calculated policy. After making a few such 
statements, he abandoned this particular 
form of advertising. However, other state- 
ments used in his advertising came to the 
attention of the Federal Trade Commission 


on a question of their truthfulness. 


As a result of the action of the Federal 


Trade Commission he was ordered to stop his 


admitted practice of using in his advertising — 


false testimonials of non-smokers to the effect 
that they kept slender by smoking his brand 
of cigarettes, and was further ordered to stop 
using other fake testimonials and the specious 
argument that all can keep slender by smok- 
ing that brand of cigarettes.

Love Locked Out. 


_ Love as the main theme of a play 
is practically barred in Russia. On 
the other hand, the playwright can get 
a lot of emotion out of civil war, ar- 
mored trains, politica] deviations and 
a kulak, says the Moscow correspond- 
ent of the British United Press. To 
the new theater-goers of young Russia 
the hysterics and melodramatics about 
love have a slightly obsolete flavor. 
Things are simpler than that, they 
think. In the capitalist world outside 
when the hero or heroine is faced with 
a choice between the world and love, 
he or she chooses love. Here, how- 
ever, love never defeats duty, or work, 
or the eall to fight for the revolution. 
Te films deal a little more in love, 
but even so they carefully avoid the 
Hollywood manner.

He 
will be committing artistic suicide. 
What the new Russia wants, or at 
least what the vanguard wants, are 
films like Ejisenstein’s “Potemkin” 
dealing realistically with the famous 
1905 mutiny, and showing the mass- 
acre of the people on the great steps 
at Odessa, or, like Pudovkin’s “Last 
Days of St. Petersburg,” in which 
mass action and mass emotion, rather 
than individual men and women, are 
the dominant themes. Where love 
per the decisive role, as in “The Vil- 

ge of Sin,” which has been shown 
abroad, it must be subordinated to 
some social purpose; the ‘picture must 
point some communist moral. 


Fascist Plots. 


_ Seven months’ imprisonment have 
just been passed by a.Brussels court 
on Menapace, a fascist “agent pro- 
vocateur,” who has recently been very 
active. As a result of his machina- 
tions the Swiss government investi- 
gated, at the request of the Italian le- 
gation, an alleged plot to blow up the 
Italian delegation to the League, but 
they found no reason to expel any 
anti-fascist exiles living in Switzer- 
land. At Paris Menapace was suc- 
cessful in procuring the arrest of three 
prominent anti-fascist journalists in 
whose possession some explosives were 
'“diseovered.” Their case is being very 
thoroughly investigated by an examin- 
ing magistrate, who has already set 
two of the three provisionally at lib- 
erty. In Brussels Menapace’s exploits 
were even more. disgraceful. He 
brought a certain Professor Berneri 
to Belgium, provided him with a re- 
volver, and gave him a rendezvous at 
the railway station, which was kept 
by the police and not by Menapace. 
The.activities of this man, who is re- 
sponsible for several big scares recent- 
ly, are sordid in a manner which is 
almost inconceivable in the modern 
world.

Imagine a baby born 
in Milan of patriotie Italian parents; 
suppose it is changed at birth unob- 
trusively, when the parents are not 
looking, for another baby born of 
equally patriotic English parents in 
Kent, and what will ensue? The 
Italian baby will grow up a passion- 
ate English patriot; the English one, 
a conscious and determined italian. 
This national feeling is obviously 
an “acquired characteristic,” a matter 
of suggestion and. tradition. It de- 
pends entirely upon the educational 
influence brought to bear upon the 
child.

World federation and the teaching 
of world history are two correlated 
and inseparable things. 

World history is a far more natural, 
attractive and interesting subject for 
young people than the litigious par- 
ticulars of national history. 


The savage and hunting stages of 
human evolution, the development of 
cultivation and nomadism, the world 
movements of peoples, the onset of 
science and invention, the discoveries 
and changes of the modern world, the 
abolition of distance and the increas- 
ing co-operation of man With man, 
make a subject infinitely more excit- 
ing, attractive and teachable than a 
rehearsal of the devastations of Wil- 
liam the Bastard, the-claims of Ed- 
ward I to the crown of France, the 
names of the six wives of Henry VIII, 
a lying version of the wars of the 
French and English, and the dynastic 
consequences of the sexual life of the 
Stuart family. (Or, in the case of 
America, a list of atrocities commit- 
ted by the red-coats during the War 
of Independence. ) 

There is no real reason for the fail- 
ure of the schools of the world to 
respond to the needs of our new age 
—except the patriotic insistence of 
the adult generation already poisoned 
to see the same dear, mind-crippling 
poison handed out to the young... The 
same traditionalism that Makes our 
politicians silent about world federa- 
tion keeps them from attempting this 
fundamentally important and urgent 
change in the matter of education. 


The only statesman of these times 
who seems to have realized that a 
new Europe and a new world demand- 
ed new education was Stresemann. His 
untimely death was a stupendous loss 
to mankind. He was on the eve of 
a kultur-kampf in the German uni- 
versities to rescue the German mind 
from traditional educational methods. 

Hits Minister of Education. 

When the present labor govern- 
ment came in I had great hopes of 
C, P. Trevelyan as minister of educa- 
tion. I supposed him alive to the 
essentials of the peace problem. The 
time was apt for some clear declara- 
tion of the attitude of the labor party 
in this matter. The production of a 
memorandum and of a syllabus of in- 
struction in human as distinguished 
from nationalist history would have 
gone round the world. 

But in this, as in so many things, 
the labor party has still to discover 
its attitude. Mr. Trevelyan is not 


_the man to outrun his colleagues or 


startle the slumbering voter. I went 
to him as a matter of course to dis- 
cuss what was to be done to earry on 
the first initiatives in this direction 
made by his much _ broader-minded 
predecessor, H, A. L. Fisher. 

Mr. Trevelyan made it clear to me 
that nothing’ was to be dane. He treat- 
ed the possibility of a reorientation 
of teaching toward cosmopolitanism 
as if it were an amiable fad of mine 
for which he had no time, 

He had, I gather, real work to do. 
He was confronted by a problem of 
the most exacting sort. The school 
leaving age which ought long ago to 
have been raised to 16 had been in 
real politician fashion raised to 15.

NEW RK, March 18.—Time, 
tide and baseball wait for no manager. 
An old proverb, slightly altered, gives 
us the key to the rebuilding plans now 
under consideration by Donie Bush, 
the new Chicago White Sox chief. 

It did not take long for Donie to 
change the complexion of the 1929 
pattern that was left in his hands 
for betterment. As soon as he ar- 
rived in the training camp, he switch- 
ed Shortstop Bill Cissell to second 
base, and moved the flashy Carl Reyn- 
olds to the mid-pasture. 

The baseball world shares the op- 
timism of Manager .Bush in his first 
two moves. The doughty little lead- 
er expects lucrative dividends and an 
upward trend of the Comiskey forces 
as a result of these changes. 

SHOWS GENIUS. 

‘Judging by the first batch of ex- 
hibition games with the always ag- 
gressive New York Giants, the foer- 
mer Pittsburgh pilot has shown a 
touch of baseball genius in his first 
rebuilding effort. Like any new ex- 
periment that savors of success, the 
casual onlooker rises to remark: “The 
idea iS very simple—why wasn't it 
tried before?” Which question leads 
us back to baseball’s untutored source, 

Ball players in the embryo stages 
follow their own dictates and jump 
into positions on the sand-lots that 
are often unsuited to them. Of course 
there are nine positions, and if little 
Buck Billings embraces the wrong 
one, the matter must be straightened 
out later in his professional career. 

Take the incident of Willie Jones 
for instance. Willie, who has natural 
shortstop tendencies, is up to his ears 
in a back-lot game, when his mother 
gives vent to the maternal edict from 
the old back porch as follows: “Wil- 
lie, come home and beat the rugs!” 
Which mandate Willie promptly obeys. 

ERROR UNDISCOVERED. 

Sammy Smith, a third baseman _ by 
inherent gift, is shoved into the gap 
at shortstop. Ten years sprint by 
and Saminy is in a class A circuit 
playing the wrong position, and the 
error is not discovered till he tries 
to spread himself in a_ big league 
stadium. With little exaggeration, 
that may illustrate the cases of Cis- 
sell and Reynolds. Moral: A _ basso 
should not try to sing tenor. 

Cissell started his splurge as an 
outfielder, having chased the elusive 
sky liners in 28 games for the Des 
Moines club before he was invited to 
the inner-rim to fill the gap for a 
shortstop who had been rendered hors 
de combat. Fle told me that tale two 
years ago. 

Naturally equipped second basemen 
are simply out of kilter at shortstop, 
although a swanky short fielder can 
be easily at home at the keystone. 

Heres a slant at this peculiar state 


of things: What would Hornsby 
have accomplished as a_ shortstop? 
Not mach, I think, because second 
base is his natural playground. From 
his extreme right to his farthest left 
territory, a second baseman finds it 
much easier to field and throw than 
is the case over a corresponding area 
a shortstop is required to cover. In 
the light of these reduced burdens, 
I expect Cissell to make speedy prog- 
ress as -a keystoner. Thirty-three 
ehances without a spill in his first 
four spring games! No handcuffs 
there. 
TAUNTING TRAFFIC. 

Donie Bush can testify to the taunt- 
ing and tangled traffie at shortstop, 
as he was an outstanding performer 
at that spot in his playing days for 
Detroit. Bush undoubtedly _ reealls 
that his old pal, Herman Schaefer, 
and scores of others weer handcuffed 
at short, but starred when they step- 
ped across the dividing line as second 
basemen.

Save in a few bull favorites and 
high priced specialties, gains were 
moderate, largely amounting to a point 
or two, and the movement was check- 
ed at times by heavy profit-taking. 

Wall Street was filled with rumors 
of powerful pool operations in va- 
rious issues, but seldom -has_ board 
room sentiment been so divided, some 
observers seeing the movement as a 
distributive one, while others felt 
convineed that accumulation was un- 
der way in expectation of an eventual 
upturn in business activity. 

Some News Bad. 

The day's industrial news continued 
of a rather cheerless nature. Steel 
operations this week have sagged fur- 
ther, United States Steel curtailing 
operations to SO per cent of capacity, 
against 82 last week. Reports of 
new automobile registrations indicate 
that February showed a sharp gain 
over January, and came within 2 per 
cent of the previous.

Question: What is meant by a sta- 
bilization corporation as provided for 
in the agricultural marketing act and 
what is the position of the federal 
farm board on the subject of stabiliza- 
tion ? 

Answer: According to the federal 
farm board's interpretation, the pro- 
cess of stabilization divides itself into 
two rather distinct classes. The first 
class is what might be called normal 


operations, involved in almost every- 
thing the board is doing. Every meas- 
ure taken to increase the effectiveness 
of Co-operative organizations in any 
commodity, or improve their financial 
position, to centralize or correlate 
their activities so as to make their 
operations more effective, is in itself 
a process of stabilization. It is the 
hope that as time goes on this activity 
will in most cases prove to be all 
that is needed, the result, of course, 
depending on how successful co-opera- 
tives are in working out large, well- 
managed organizations, which will 
control a sufficiently large percentage 
of the product to make their influence 
felt on the market. 

The second form of stabilization 
might be termed extraordinary or 
emergency operations, whereby, be- 
cause of a large surplus of any com- 
modity, the operation would consist 
ef buying and taking off the market 
some considerable part of the tonnage 
so as to relieve the pressure, and ear- 
rying the project until some future 
date in the hope there would be a 
more favorable opportunity of dispos- 
ing of it. This second, or emergency, 
class of operation would, of. course, 
he carried out strictly under the pro- 
visions of the agricultural marketing 
act with money advanced by the 
board, and if the final result of such 
loss will be borne by the revolving 
fund as provided by the act. The 
grain stabilization corporation, with 
headquarters in Chicago, is an exam- 
ple of the latter, or emergency type. 

Question: How much federal gov- 
ernment money is available for loans 
to farmers under the provisions of the 
agricultural marketing act? 

Answer: Congress authorized $500,- 
000.000 to be used as a revolving 
fund. At the outset only $150,000,000 
of this amount was appropriated. The 
board will ask for more money as it 
is needed.
